CRCSHED BY THIS -WHEEL. 

Jaraea Connor SanKeroualf Injnifed While 
Workliit; at the "Alaskan'j'' Weel. 

A sad 'adMdbH(''6cditrbe'd''W^board the 
steamer Alaskan at 6:.30 last evening, 
which iiiay bo attended with fatal loaulta. 
Tho chief carpenter, James Connor, and 
Mate Allen were making some needed 
repairs to tho wheel. While atill inside 
tho wheel, Connor called to Allen to toll 
the engineer to move tho wheel. The 
engineer promptly responded, and while 
Connor was in tlie act of stepping out, 
the wheel moved and the unfortunate 
man was caiiglit between one of the 
buckets and tlie wall. Tho wheel was 
stopiied at once and Connor removed 
from his dangerons position. Dr. Duncan 
was at once sent for and made »n exainiim- 
tion of tho injuries. Three ribs on his right 
aide were found to bo cruahed in, one 
penetrating the lung, and other internal 
injuries were also sustained. Thero were 
no marks on hia body, there being just 
the terrible pressure inflicted. Connor 
re( (nested to ba taken to St. .foaeph's 
hospital, to which iii;iiit ho was accoin- 
liaiiied by Dr. Duncan iind Cajit. Aiidor- 
aoii. He was here again oxuiiiined by 
Drs. Duncan and Milne,. ,and^ made as 
cninfortable as pdsaible. It is feared that 
tho accident will'resitlt fatally. ' • 

Tho injured man has been for many 
years in tho service of tho O. Jl. iSc N 
Co., and much regret is felt by hia 
eiii]jloyera at the unfortunate occurrence. 
He was a resident of 'Tacomai and lid

The Legislature wiU only do its duty in 
adjourning on Friday out of respect to the 
memory of the late Emperor WiUiani of 
Germauy, whose funeral than takes [jhicu. 
The sons of tlie Fatherland, in this thoir 
adopted home, mindful of tliu great sur- 
vicea rendered their native land by tho 
grout Kaiser who is now lying cold in 
death, have very wisely vosolvud to hold 
niemoriul services in this city on that day. 
These will bo oi a solemn nature, in keep 
iiig with the gravity of the event which is 
so deeply mourned the world oyer. It is 
hoped tliafc they will be made as impres- 
sive as possible by the presence of our 
citizens en mdsaei and it would only be a 
graceful act to close the stores during the 
services. We, who live under the British 
flag and who are so closely allied to Ger 
many by the ties of marriage and kinahip, 
have especial reason to hold 
loving reverence that strong ruler 
who has consolidated and mad 
the German Empire the' great power 
it is to-day. Then, let his deeds of valor 
be extolled and his works of peace and 
let sacred song lend its peaceful influence 
to so sad an event. One thought which 
all will carry away with them from the 
gathering will bo, after the loss the Ger 
man people have sustained in the Emperor 
William's death, the fact that Death must 
sooner or later come to all. The power 
ful sovereign, the hero of great battles, 
he who held the destinies of a great 
nation, aye, of Europe, in his hand, has 
had' at last to submit to the inevitable 
like us all, and been compelled to bid 
long adieu, however regretfully, to the 
scenes of his former grandeur. Shirley, 
two oenturiea and a half ago, expressed 
the same thought as will be brought 
home to-morrow afternoon to all who at- 
tend the memorial services at The 
Victoria: 

" Tlio glories of our blood and state 
Are shadows, not substantial things ; 
There la no armor against fate ; 
Death lays ^.icyjiapd on kings : 
■ ■ Soeptre and Crown 
Must tumble down. 
And in' the dust bo equal made 
With tho poor crooked scythe and spade. 

It is, howerer, consoling in the case of 

the distinguished dead now lying in state 

in the Cathedral at Berlin to remember 

the closing lines of the .aeyenteenth cen

ABMY REFORM DBMANDBD. 

The debate on the motion of Sir Walter 
B. Bartlett (Conservative) - for the »)^ 
pointiaent of a local commission to ascer- 
tain and report upon the military mca- 
siirea necessary for the protection of tho 
empire was resumed in tho Commons on 
Thursday night by Lord Churchill. He 
commonood his 8])0f!ch by reminding thf 
flojao that no leas than 178 mombera 
wore connected with the army and navy 
servi^s, and that tho debate had dis- 
closed their absolute unanimity on one 
point — namely, that notwithstanding the 
immense increase in expenditure, the 
military position of England was deplor- 
ably bud. The remedy of these members 
was the expenditure of more money, but 
Ilia remedy was reform in the expenditure. 
Enough had already been paid to main- 
tain both services in a state of sjjlondid 
eflicienoy. But the English system was 
without parallel in any other country, 
military men who had been trained,in the 
business of arms being, subordinate to 
civilians, who were utterly untrained. 
It would be just as reasonable 
for the Premier to nominate Mr. Labuu- 
chere Archbishop of Canterbury, or to 
niuko Mr. Chaplin Lord Chancellor. This 
remark caused loud laughter, flilitary 
training sBO)nod to disqualify a man foi' 
managing tho War OUice. That must be 

altered. The financial control, after thu j and Inkorman and the siege 
estimates are granted, ought to he placed pol. For his sorvi 
in the hands of responsible oflicors. Eng- 
lish officers were made spending animals 
instead of like the German oiScers rivaling 
one another in eeouomy. Stores for a 
German regiment could go to' the front on 
twelve hours' notice without prolonged 
letters from tlio War Office. That 
couldn't bo done in Enj;land, witliout 
piles of folios pasning and repassing for 
several days. Monstrous waste extended

EDITORIAL COiMMENTS. 

Sav.s the C'((/m(/(( (.'ii-c^c:— Those who 
know anything of the geniality of the new 
Governor-i ieneral of Canada will readily 
iinderatniid the hearty welcome with 
which his appointment has been received 
in North Lancashire, where Lord Stanley 
of Preston's career has ever been watched 
with a close sympathetic interest. Lady 
Stanley of Preston is, moreover, spoken 
of by Lancashire i>ooplo aa ono whose 
chaniiing kindliness and insatiable desire 
to bo of use will fully mainUiiu tho beat 
traditions of Rideau Hall for hospitality 
and social activity. 

In committee, yesterday, on Hon. Mr. 
Vernon's "Cattle Ranges Bill" a very 
wide range indeed was allowed in the 
discussion. The member from Oomox 
wandered over the province and a por- 
tion of the old world, and in the exuber- 
ance of his verbosity demonstrated tho 
e.xceoding vastness of his ignorance, wliioli 
was promptly shown up by the junior 
members for Victoria city and Yale. 
There was a great deal said about protect- 
ing the poor struggling settler from the 
largo land-holder, and the iiii(|iiity of tiie 
measure was animadverted upon, but no 
better menus were suggested than those 
brought forward by the Chief Commis- 
sioner. The only good attained by these 
hyporbolic harangues is to iiniuso a num- 
ber of citizens who gatlier in the gallery, 
and enable them to pass their idle time 
with some degree of agreealjluiiess. 

Every fact in connection with the death 
of Emperor William is read with the 
greatest interest, not alone by (ierniaiis 
but by ])eoplo of all nationalities. The 
last utterances of the Kaiser are particu- 
larly interesting, being characteristic of 
the man. Shortly before his death he 
Wild : "It is well to have servioea, for it 
is Lent." The chaplain read the twenty- 
third Psalm, "The Lord is my Shepherd," 
and the Eiiipertir, after he had concluded, 
said, "That is wonderful." Ho immedi- 
ately fell asleeji, and did not awaken in 
this life, ])acsing away with his hand in 
that of the Empress. Ten minutes before 
death the phy.siciau gave a sign and all 
the watchers at the bedside sank upon 
their knees, reinainins; in that position 
until the .end, the. minister . fervently 
praying. An hour after death an artist 
came ta make a drawing for a paintinc;, 
and a death mask was also taken by a 
sculptor. 

Theuk are two facts relating to tho 
Goveriior-Cioiieral which deserve ineiitiun. 
Ono is that hia father was Edward Geof- 
trey, 14tli Earl of iJerby, one of the 
most faiiU)US of England's I'rime Minis 
tera. Tho other is that in 1868 Colonel 
Stanley so sorely defeated Lord Harting 
ton in the electoral contest for Kortli 
Lancashire that he was left in practically 
undisputed possession of the seat until 
the last Redistribution Act cut the old 
division into four separate constituencies. 
To defeat tho heir to tlie Devonahire 
dukedom was no mean feat in those days, 
and that it should liavebeen accomplished 
by the heir to the Earldom of Derby is 
a striking commentary upon the changed 
relation of political leaders during the 
past twenty years. It may also be, men tion-, 
ed that at the thne of Lord Stanley of 
Preston's elevation to the peerage he re- 
ceived <many hearty congratulations from 
the Corporation of Preston and from 
other bodies, and it is anticipated tiiat, 
prior to his departure for Canada, similnr 
8t«ps will bo taken by the people of 
Preston and his lordship's form"'' '■<"• 
w ^«orBXgWM."tiiei^ satiaf action at 
the new honor conferred upon him. 

The following good one is clipped from 
the "Editor's Drawer" in Harper's Maga- 
tine for March: A few years ago the 
Episcopal diocese of Kentucky appeared 
to be torn up with dissensions about high 
and low church views.

Don'tigl^ajtip yonj, occupation, from 
which you^Jderlye regular Income, until 
yon are sure that were you to give yonr 
whole time to writing you could produce 
enough articles, and articles of the projier 
kind and quality, to bring to bring to yo.i 
cash returns large enough to supply such 
wants as you believe must be Ailed. Until 
that time comes — and when It dues come 
you can tell much better than I— keep on 
writing, reading and thinking. Accumn- 
tate all the ideas you can. Accnmulato 
all the articles you cannot sell, and ac- 
cumulate all the customers you can. Ho 
your WTitIng early in the morning when- 
ever possible, nnd always keep your eyes 
on the future. 

This last Is very important in onefpar- 
ticular that I am afraid young writers 
too often neglect. You must expect what 
seems curt and often harsh treatment 
from editors. Take this always as a mat- 
ter of course, as one ot the crosses of the 
profession, nnd never lose your temper. 
Do not allow your sensitiveness to put 
you on bad terms with any editor. It is 
like (lying In the face of Provldeuco. Yon 
may forget what you considered ati insult 
at his hands, but he never forgets if you 
resent it, nnd if, years after, you oiler 
him an article, it will most likely be re- 
turned without regard to its merits. 
Never argue ■with a bull, a mad dog or 
an editor. — C. M. Hammond in The 
Writer. 

"Courts of Conciliation." 

"For years there hn.s existed in Den- 
mark," said a well known lawyer in tlio 
nofl'man house the otlior day, "what are 
called fonllgelsis kommission, or 'courts of 
conciliation,' which have worked to a 
charm and are well worthy of inn'tatiou 
everywhere, nnd especially in this conn- 
try, where all our courts are crowded to 
repletion with business. Those are not 
courts of nrbltrntlon, but arc conducted 
on this plan: There Is one judge and two 
assistants, none of whom are iirofessional.-;, 
but are taken from among citizens the 
samo ns we take jurors, by consent of all 
parties. Every case to be acted on must 
be brought before these courts of concilia- 
tion before it can bo taken into a re.ijnlar 
court of law. The plninlilT comes without 
counsel, none being allowed on eithyrside, 
and states his case plainly, and tlie de- 
feiidniit is summoned to appear on a cer- 
tain day, either In person or by proxy, 
I .therwlse he Is fined if the case has to bo 
taken to a. law court. Then each party is 
heard and questioned by the judge, who 
tells them of the l^al rights and duties 
of each and gtves advice or suggestions. 
The parties are not obliged to take this, 
but if they do, and agree to settle, the 
Judgment is without appeal and iluul.— 
New York Evening Sim.

There can be no doubt that the right of 
property in gold and silver mines wher- 
ever they be within the realms is in the 
crown, unless the crown has released its 
rlL'ht, not by granting mines — that is not 
enough — but by granting mines royal. 
The origin of the right is said to bo that 
the king liius the gold and silver for mak- 
ing the coinage, and so far is the preroga- 
tive from being obsolete that it has been 
regulated by two acta of parliament In the 
reign ot William and Mury und one iu 
l.'^i."), and as recent as 1877 it was recog- 
nized by Lord Blackburn as tu full force 
in an appeal from t!ie colony ot Victoria.—

Tho vast area of 
the provinfie, computed at over .'300,000 
square miles, over which a total pojuila- 
tion of 50,000 whites is scattered, makes 
tho puUication of a provincial daily, jour- 
nal an arduous undertaking. There ate 
three daily papers. Tub Colonist and Stan- 
dard, morning, and The TtwiM, evening. 
All issue weekly editidna as well. "Tiik 
COLONI.ST, now published by Messrs. Ellis 
it Co., is an ontorprisinji; journal, and 
perhaps the moat widely known paper in 
the province. It was Batablishod in 1858, 
and is now in ita thirtieth year. The coat
